SCHOOL wR EPORT 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Mary E, Pillsbury of Went- 
worth. Although this has hitherto been considered a difficult school, 
Miss Pillsbury by her gentle, yet firm management, so won the good 
will of her scholars as to make it a pleasant and profitable term. 

The winter term was taught by myself, with good improvement in 
most branches. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Fall term taught by Miss Hattie B. Welch, of Lebanon, with good 
success. | 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Both terms taught by Miss Celia A. Jewell of Hebron. Miss Jew- 
ell’s success as a teacher has not been surpassed in this town the past 
year, and it is hoped her services will be secured for the ensuing 
year. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. ° 
This school was taught by J. H. Sanborn of Somerville, Mass. and 
no fault could be found with his management. 
DISTRICT NO. 5. 


The fall and only term was taught by Miss Gertie A. Eastman of 
Canaan, who although a teacher of no experience, proved that she 
had the education and tact to make one of our most successful teachers. 
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DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Fall term taught by Miss Katie J. Burpee of Dorchester, and al- 
though her first term, her efforts to keep a good school were such as 
. to give satisfaction to parents and scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 7 


This school was taught by Miss Bessie J. Powers, and as this was 
her third term in this place, comment is unnecessary, unless in one 
particular, the improvement in reading which was greater than in 
any other school in town. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Summer term taught by Miss S. A. Reid, with good success. Fall 
term by Miss Alice Gilbert of Lyme. As I had no notification of the 
close of the term, can say nothing of the improvement made. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


This school was kept by Miss Lilla E. Stuart of Danbury. This is 
a small school, but the teacher seemed interested and good progress 
was made. 


DISTRICT NO. 138. 


This school was taught by Mrs. Roxann W. Leavitt, a teacher of 
much ability and experience. An interesting and profitable term 
was the result. 


The schools for the past year have in most cases been fortunate in 
securing good teachers, and considering the length of the terms, have 
made good improvement. Seven or eight weeks schooling in a year 
seems to be a very short time for study, and improvement of the 
mind. It is to be hoped that measures will be taken for the coming 
year that will enable us to have longer and better schools. To save 
money in this respect seems to be poor policy, when we consider the 
object to which it is to be devoted.
